Society, and 
David Btnmorar Finance Director" of the Students' Executive Council 
announced yesterday that the. SEC has received an anonymous 
donation of $5,000. 

year, there are more than four hun- 
dred people worldng on the Blood 
Drive. The executive of the Annual 
expects sales to exceed the 2,000 
mark. Tiic dances, which have all 
made money have sent their pro- 
fits baclt to the SEC. The Film So- 
ciety sold out the first night, and 
over one thousand people have at- 
tended Uic two public debates held 
so far. 

Eehenberg stated that the Stu- 
dents' Society fees are rather low, 
especially for . so autonomous a 
group. A sub-committee under Ri- 
chard Kaiser has been- set up to. 
see about raising the fees. In this 
way,, it is hoped that an amicable 
solution, acceptable to both ' the 
Board of Governors and the Stu- 
dents' Society will be reached. 

Reserve 

The SEC has a reserve of about 
$85,000, while a parallel organiza- 
tion nt U.B.C. has close to a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. However, 
the revenue of the SEC amounts to 
$100,000, whereas that of the U.D.C. 
student organization is $650,000. 
Binmore pointed- out that even with 
with this comparatively small a- 
mount, our program covers at least 
80% of that of U.B.C. 

Binmore concluded by saying 
that "We hope that with the in- 
creased fees our program will be ■ 
inflated to such an extent that we 
will be the biggest student organi- 
zation In Canada — with 60% of 
the. student population of U.B.C. 



Eehenberg said that : "I wish to 
express, on behalf of the SEC and 
the students of McGiU, my thanlu 
and gratitude to the benefactor of 
this gift We operate on a very 
tight budget and this donation will 
prove invaluable." 

Binmore announced that al- 
though there was a large surplus 
last year, even tight budgeting has 
not been able to remove a $3,000 
deficit With the help of the dona 
tion, which is presented almost eve- 
ry year, the SEC hopes .to balance 
its budget. Binmore said that sim- 
dry expenses will probably use up 
the remaining $2,000. 

Added Expense 

With the added expenses of mov 
ing into the New Union foreseen, 
ho continued, another surplus year 
would be welcomed. 
•"We have undertaken a greatly 
expanded program this year," said 
Binmore. He wont on to say that 
Open House was a very successful 
project "but it required a large 
amount of extra finances." . 

Another added expense, he in 
formed the SEC, will be the Dailv, 
which will have more pages per 
day, more issues, and a larger cir- 
culation. "The success of the Daily," 
he stated, "is indicative' of 'the, sue 
cess of many campus organizations, 
since it is the official publicity or- 
gan of the University."

In spite of 
the loss of two football games, this 
enthusiasm is spreading through' 
out the campus.

Alton Speaks 
At Canterbury: 
God Plays Dice?

Bruce Alton, MA, a theology 
student, led off yesterday a 
series of lectures entitled "Does 
God Play Dice?" This leriet is 
being presented by Canterbury 
and the Student Christian Move- 
ment. 

Mr. Alton explained that the 
purpose of these lectures was four- 
fold : to. tracjs .the background of 
modetn' wlèntifle thought, to er- 
amlne certain modem sdentifle 
theories, to study the philosophic 
implications of these theories and 
the way in which they affect 
modem religious attitudes. 

Alton believes that modem sci- 
entlfic . thought stems from the 
Renaissance after which "science 
invaded schools and there was a 
growing interest in the world of 
nature; the mediaeval kingdom 
of God was replaced by the king- 
dpm of man." 

Radical Break 
Despite the seeming radical 
break with the middle ages Mr. 
Alton stressed the fact that we 
owe to that V age the training in 
logical thottghtftthich was so vital 
to the later age of reason. 

Giving a brief resume of the 
types and development of scien- 
tific thought, Mr. Alton concluded 
that there haye been three atti- 
tudes towards science: straight 
empud cistn, philosophical ; science 
as expressed in the writings of 
Henri Bergson, and scientific tech- , 
nology which, because of Its obvi-. 
ous character receives the most 
popular acclaim. 
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It Just Isn't So 

One of the features of American politics which 
least commencJs itself to Canadian observers is the 
degree to which "retired" elder statesmen continue to 
exert their influence on the political process long after 
fhey have themselves ceased to be candidates for 
office. The outstanding example is of course' former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

As a citizen General Eisenhower is legally entitled 
to pour forth the stream of invective which for twenty 
months he has directed at his successor in the Presi- 
•dericy rather than to emulate the example of Mr.- St. 
Laurent by retiring gracefully from the scene. Some of 
his recent utterances, however, have descended to the 
level of sheer silliness. .' 

In a speech to a Republican banquet on Monday 
the General, by implication accused the present ad- 
ministration of somehow having brought about the 
present situations in Cuba and Berlin. Referring to his. 
own term.pf office he stated "In those eight years we 
lost no ihi:h of ground to tyranny . . . No walls were 
built. No thrèothening foreign bases were established." 
He went on to say that the. Keritiedy administration 
had accomplished nothing constructive in foreign policy. 

One- might legitimately take is'sue with the last 
statemerit, in view of such achievementst^j^ejj^eace 
Corps, the Alliance for Progress, and 'tne^^remwal of 
Laos, at least for the time being, from the area of 
conflict. As a matter of historical fact it is apparent that 
the origiris of the perennial Berlin crisis go back niuch. 
farther thah Jonuary 1961, and the same might be said 
for the present Cuban regime, which Eisenhower was 
describing as Communist while he was President. 

■ The real significance of Eisenhower's remarks 
is that they represent a dangerous fallacy which séems 
to be firmly rooted in a large proportion of American 
opinion. This is the belief that any international event 
which fails to benefit the United States can be traced 
to some negligence on the part of President or State 
Department, and as a corollary, that the final solution 
to every international question only awaits the appear- 
ance of the iright. policy in Washington. 

OnV'can OndeVstand the historical basis of this 
attitude well enough. Accustomed for years to hearing 
that their . power was irresistable, the Americans 
emerged with rather startling suddenness from a situ- 
ation iwhere their foreign policy was mainly concerned 
with/suclr. placid countries <as Canacia,\or such easily 
coerced states as Costd' Rica and: Haitj.' Yet- they live 
now in a complex world, with another state almost as 
powerful OS their own,; undéf ^hè^shadow of a military 
technology wHosé'i'çyery^^ '^^^ severely limits 

their freedom of action. In this situation they fjnd them- 
selves with "foreign policy goals which may not be 
achieved in our generation, and, if they are, will be 
achieved by a long and patient process of undramotic 
action. The result is national frustration, expressed by 
such groups as the "Christian Crusade" and the Birch 
Society. In the circumstances it might be more fitting 
for the ex-President to remind his audience that all 
. powerful nations have enemies, that the United States 
is not in a position to exercise absolute control oyer the 
universe, and that the Berlin wall and other problems 
would have arisen even had he been still in the White 
House.

Although we had hoped that tha AlESEC controversy would not be continued, we feel 
compelled to answer the personal attacks launched on us by Mr. Abrahams. The facts will 
not be distorted nor are they figments of our Imagination. 



Sliould Mr. Abrahams doubt 
Mr. Kaiser's crcdentiak? Cer* 
talnly, Mr. Abrahams recalls the 
fine Trainecship, In all respects, 
which Mr. Kaiser enjoyed in 
Amsterdam in lOSl, his woric as 
Finance Director of AlESEC- 
Canada during the past year and 
his position as AlESEC Vice- 
President, In which capacity he 
acquired for Mr. Abrahams and 
AIESEC-Canada a free plane 
ticket to the AlESEC Presidents' 
Meeting in Genoa next month. 
These facts are sufficient wit- 
ness of Mr. Kaiser's credentials 
to discuss AlESEC. 

We never hope to have AlESEC 
considered a Travel Agency. We 
participated in its program in 
good faith, acquiring four Train- 
ccships plus a donation for 
AlESEC McGill. We went to 
Brussels completely prepared to 
fulfill. our responsibility as 
AlESEC Trainees. We did not 
go over to Europe with the in- 
tention.^of defrauding AIESEC- 
Canada i.e. leaving our Jobs and 
travelling around. As outlined in 
our previous letter, the prevail- 
ing atmosphere, the general con- 
ditions, and the entire program 
of AlESEC Belgium were, to say 
the least, totally repulsive.' Mr. 
Abrahams, you were not there. 
We, you or any other AlESEC 

' Trainee did not and would not 
wish to spend a wasteful, un- 
eventful eight weeks in a foreign 
city. We did not defraud 
AlESEC, The program outlined 
by AIESEC-Canada to its poten- 
tial Trainees was in no respect 

. that which was found in Brus- 
sels. 



Mr. Abrahams says, "If your 
task is menial, the local AlESEC 
Committee will not expect you 
to remain at it." This statement 
is as vacuous as the AlESEC of 
Belgium. You must admit that 
the Jobs, as we alleged, might 
have been menial ones. What is 
the AlESEC Trainee in Europe 
to do, stranded by the commit- 
ments of a charter flight if he 
finds his task menial. Not only 
were the jobs menial, but the 
living conditions were abomin- 
able and the AlESEC Committee 
told us that wc were morally 
bound to live where wo were 
put. 

Religious Belief

Our religious. belief was open- 
ly attacked by word of mouth, 
slandered, and belittled, — a 
dominating factor in our sub- 
sequent action. Our behaviour 
was gentlemanly in all respects. 

We did arrive late. At least 
you were accurate on one count. 
However, we notified the Bel- 
gian Committee and caused no 
inconvenience at all by our late 
arrival. In addition, the Presi- 
dent of AlESEC-McGill saw no 
wrong in following the same 
course of action.

Only one of us 
was taken to .lunçh^a nd only 
because the VUÉSKî'PresIdent 
out of common courtesy had no 
choice. The noon hour had ar- 
rived and no business was con- 
ducted during these hours. Re- 
garding the reception program. 
AIESEC-Canada knows what a 
good reception program consists 
of. When asked about the future 
of the ' Belgian ' summer recep- 
tion program, the Belgian. Presi- 
dent flatly replied to us that 
there would be none at all. 

In conclusion, Mr. President, 
we strongly recommend that you 
screen the Jobs in Europe, in 
addition to screening the ap- 
plicants who wish to participate 
in an otherwise fine program. 

Wc feel that both sides of this 
controversial issue have been 
sufficiently aired. We do not 
feel that the columns of the 
Daily should be used to carry 
dirty laundry. Wc bear no mal- 
ice and hope that this issue 
has finally been closed.

"Peaceful Co-Existence with the Soviet Union?", a panel dis- 
cussion to be moderated by Professor H.D. Woods, will be sponsor- 
ed by the Combined Universities^Compaign for Nuclear Disarma- 
ment at 8 pm lonight'in the Union' Ballroom. 

Professors Saul Frankel, M. Mla- 
dcnovlc, Charles Taylor, and Ro- 
bert Vogel, panelists, will attempt 
to determine whether peaceful co- 
existence with the'Soviet Union can 
ever be a reality. 



In a comprehensive discussion 
of the problems involved, the four 
professors will cover such topics 
as world government, economic and 
social competition, and the likeli- 
hood of conventional warfare. They 
will try to analyze the'possibilities 
for a satisfactory disarmament a- 
grceihcnt with the U.S.S.R. . 

Bolshevism 

Professor Frankel, from the De- 
partment of Economics and Politi- 
cal Science, teaches a political 
science course on Bolshevism. As a 
commentator on political affairs, 
ho has made frequent appearances 
on CBC's television program, 
"Viewpoint". 

Professor Mladenovlc, from tlic 
History Department, is a specialist 
in Russian and Eastern European 
history, teaching a course on the 
economic, political, and social de- 
velopment of the Soviet Union. 

Professor Taylor, a McGill gra- 



duate and an Oxford Rhodes Scho- 
lar, also teaches Political Science. 
He was a candidate for Mount Ro- 
yal in the last federal election. 

Professor Vogcl, from the Histo- 
ry Department, specializes in the 
causes and course of World War L 
Ho served as chairman of a panel 
discussion on "Ways to. World Pea- 
ce", in last year's Sir George Wil- 
liams University Conference on In- 
ternational Affairs.
